PISTOL {SHOTS STOP THE MUSIC. 


A Regular Fusilade in Which One Man is 
Killed—Town Darkeys vs. Their 
Country Friends. a 


Mvurrrersroro, Tenn., October 28,—lSpe- 
cial.}—Another bloody murder occurred in 
this county, five miles out on the Shelbyville 
pike, south of this city, at midnight. There 
was a festival of some sort going on out there 
among the colored people and about six couples 
of town uegrocs were invited guests and at- 
tended. As the night grew on and the atmos- 
phere grew cooler, the blood of the darkeys 
began to boil. At 12 o’clock a fight com- 
menced which was freely participated in by 
ali.the attending merry-makers. Pistols were 
drawn and a running fusilade was commenced. 
During this skirmish a negro named Frank 
Rucker attempted to play the part of peace- 
maker and was slain. The crowd then re- 
paired to their respective places of habitation. 
This morning a warrant was sworn out by Pri- 
mus Rucker and Sheriff Dejarrett arrested the 
twelve who lived in town. They were placed 
in jail where they will remain untila prelimi- 
nary examination is had. 

Three pistols were found and eight chambers 
were found empty which had been discharged 
at the time of the fight. Nine shots were fired. 
The sheriff thinks he will be able to find one 
more pistol, which will account for the nine 
shots. An inquest was held this morning. 
Dy. Bilbro found the dead man had been hit 
about six inches from the median line on the 
left. He bled to death internally, and it is 
thought lived only about five minutes after 
being shot. ; 

There is pretty good evidence against Alice 
Sanford, as she had a No. 32 pistol and every 
chamber was. found to be empty. The negro 
who was killed was well-known throughout 
the county. He was considered very influen- 
tial among the colored peopleand was quite a 
proininent republican.

Puts Foison in the 
Food. 

MiInneEaProris, Minn., October 27.—At a 
wedding supper last night, on the Bohemian 
flats on the river, afamily ofcight Bohemians, 
after swallowing a few mouthfuls of food, fell 
on the floor, exhibiting ali ths symptoms of 
poisoning. George Martin, the bridegroom, 
was one of the victims. All of the party are 
very sick and likely to die. It is believed 
that a jealous rival of Martin porsoned the 
food. Miss Martin, the bride, who was oppor- 
tunely absent from the poisoned feast, took 
a dose of arsenic with suicidal intent, Physi- 
cians were at once summoned. When they 
reached Mrs. Martin she was in terrible agony. 
Antidotes were administered without result, 
the woman relapsing into a state of uncam- 
sciousness. ‘There is no hopes of her recovery. 
A half empty box of the peison was found in 
the house and discovered in. Mr. Martin’s 
room. Various theories are advanced as to 
the reason for thecrime. Oneis thata young 
man named Misco was a jilted lover of Mrs. 
Martin, and that he had put the poison in the 
flour. This, it is said, explains why Mrs. 
Mariin did not take supper with the rest of 
the party.

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THE BENHAYON MYSTERY AGAIN, 


A Jealous Rival 


A San Francisco Puzzle Revived by Dr. Mil- 
ton Bowers. : 

CrHicaeo, October 28.—A dispatch from San 
Francisco says: ‘the Benhayon mystery, 
which puzzled San Francisco in Octeber last 
year, bas been reyived by Dr. Milton Bowers, 
now under sentence of death for poisoning his 
wife. Benhayon was found poisoned in a room 
in a lodging house, which had been rented by 
a book agent named Dimmig, and left a writ- 
ten confession saying he poisoned his sister, 
Mrs. Dr. Bowers, with digatales in order to 
secure the life policies Which she had made 
over to him. 

The theory of the prosecution of Dimmig 
was that Bowers hired Dimmig to poison Ben- 
hayon and that he (Bowers) wrote Benhayon’s 
confession in order to save his own neck from 
the gallows.

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MR. HAND’S MAGNIFICENT GIFT 


Of a Million Dollars to Educate the Negroes 
of the South. 


Cuaruxrston, S. C., October 28—[Special. ]— 
The recent gift of a million dollars by Dauiel 
Hand, of New Haven, to the education of the 
nezroes of the south, recalls a new incident of 
Some interest. It will be remembered as was 
published in this paper in May 1887, that 
George W. Williams, the millioniare banker 
of this city, paid over to Hand nearly a million 
dollars which he (Williams) had saved for 
Hand through the war of secession. Your 
correspondent called on Williams and obtained 
from him the following statement of things: 
At the beginning of the war Mr. Hand was in 
New York attending to the purchasing of sup- 
plies forour southern house. As he ws op- 
posed to secession he remained in New York 
and withdrew from the firm of George W. 
Williams & Co., in 1861, but his lifetime 
earnings were at the south. In the mean- 
time, the war raged in all its fury. 
Each section passed the sequestratior 
act. Finding Mr. Uand’s interest would 
be confiscated. I requested his immediate 
return to Charleston. Failing to get through 
the lines at Baltimore or Washington, Mr.Hand 
took the western route. On arriving in New 
Orleans, he was arrested asaspy. I then tcle- 
graph my partner, Mr. H. P. Hollingsworth, 
and Governor Moore, vouching for Mr. Hand's 
integrity. The following dispatch dated 
November 14, 1861, was sent to Governor 
Moore, of Louisiana: 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C.—Governor Moore, New Or. 
leans: Mr. Trenholmn’s dispateh jwas based on a 
conversation Mr, Hand had with another party. 
He has not seen him for years. I feel confident that 
I can satisfy you that Mr. Landis neither a Lin- 
coin spy or black repubijcan. I will send you satis- 
factory documents. Please see that he has every 
comfort aud proicction, I ama native Carolinian,

i finally succeeded in getting Mr.Hand out 
of prison in New Orleans but he was ordered 
under guard to Richmond, Va., then the seat 
of government. While passing through 
Augusta, Ga., his old home, the mayor, wh¢ 
was a friend, had tosend Mr. Hand to jail to 
Keep him outof the hands of amob.

Before leaving, 
however, he confided all of his interests in the 
south tome to be. held and managed as my 
own, and in case of further attempts at confis- 
cation, to be regarded as my individual prop- 
erty. The real estate was allin, my name. I 
am gratified to know that of Mr. Harid’s 
fortune of more than 8,000,000, $1,000,000 that 
I saved for him has been returned to the sonth 
to be heid as a perpetual fund to educate the 
colored people.’’ 
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FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


The Convention at Raleigh-—-What the 
Farmers are Doing. 

RALEIGH, N. C., October 28.—| Special. |— 
Your correspondent today had a interview 
with one of the chief officers of the farmers’ 
alliance and was given some important infor- 
mation about the work of the powerful order. 
Friday and Saturday meeting of county busi- 
ness agents, in connection with the stafe busi- 
ness agent and executive committees, was held 
here. §. l. Alexander, the head of the order, 
presided. Twenty-five counties were repre- 
sented by business agents. Plans were matured 
for the general gverumentof agents through- 
out the state in conducting alliance business 
through state agents, sub agents and county 
agents. All business of alliance men 
is to be transacted just as 
rapidly as possible. The allianceis organiziug 
its own means forthe advantage of its mem- 
bers. 

In Mecklenburg the alliance has its own 
cotton yard with salesman, weighers, etc., and 
will handle all cotton grown by its members. 
Twenty thousand dollars was raised and put 
in bank to the credit of this enterprise alone. 

In Granville county a tobacco warehouse 
has been secured and also a tobacco factory, 
anda hundred thousand dollar capital stock 
put into these enterprises. 

In Rockingham county one of the Jargest 
warehouses has been leased and this, like the 
one in Granville, will handle all the tobacco 
grown by the alliance members. Various other 
enterprises are planned. 

The alliance is today in existence in seventy- 
five counties, and there are county organiza- 
tions in sixty-threeof these. There are 1,273 
alliances in all with hearly 65,000 members. 
The state business agent, W. A. Darden, was 
assigned to duty at Raleigh. 

Frequent conferences will be held with him 
by county agents. It is claimed tLat alliance 
organization in North?Carolina is more com- 
plete than in any other state in the south. The 
policy of the order here is to take short steps 
and sure ones. The order is growing rapidly 
and its members are high in spirits. They are 
far more independent than other farmers. At 
one time the opposition of merchants to aili- 
ance business schemes was threatened. This 
has now passed away. 

A telegram was received today by State Sec- 
retary Polk, which announces that the time 
of the meeting of the National alliance is 
changed from January 16 to December 5, at 
Meridian, Miss. Delegates were appointed to 
represent the state alliance as follows: 5S. P, 
Alexander, of Mecklenburg; L. L.

Beaman, of Sampson, and Elias Carr, of Edge- 
comb.

DR. TALMAGE’'S DISCOURSE AT THE 
TABERNACLE, 


AN ARGUMENT AGAINST HIGH ART. 
Pictures More Paisnt foc Good or Evil than 
Printing—Some of the Paintings that 
Have Geen of Benefit. 


Brooktyyn, N. Y., October 28.—[Special.}— 
The Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, D.D., preached 
at the Tabernacle this morning. A vast con- 
gregation attended service. The pastor ex- 
pounded a chapter about the room of imagery 
inEzekiel, after which the hymn beginning: 

‘Thine earthly Sabbaths Lord we love, 

but there’s a nobler rest above;”’ 
was sung, Professor Browne presided at the 
grand organ and rendered a concertoin B flat 
by Handel. The subject of Dr. Talmage’s 
of Pic- 

His text was Isaiah, Chapfer 2, parts 
izth and 16th verses: ‘*The way of the 
Lord of Hosts shall be upon all pleasant pic- 
tures.’” He'said: 

Pictures are by some relegated to the realm 
of the trival, accidential, sentimental or 
worldly, but my text shows that God scrutin- 
izes pictures, and whether they are good or 
bad, whether used for right or wrong purposes, 
is a matter of Divine observation and arraign- 
ment. 

The divine mission of picturesis my subject. 

That the artist's pencil and the engraver’s 
knife have sometimes been made subservient 
to the Kingdom of the bad is frankly admitted. 
After the ashes and scoria wero removed from 
Hereulanenm and Pompeii the walls of those 
cities discovered tothe explorers a degrala- 
tion in art which cannot be exaggerated. Sa- 
tan andallhisimps have always wanted the 
fingering of the easel: they would rather have 
possession of that than the art of printing, for 
types are not so potent and quick for evil 
as pictures. The powers of darkness 
think they have gained atriumph, and they 
have, when in some respectable parlor or Spub- 
lic art gallery they can hang a canvass embar- 
rassing to the good, but fascinating to the evil. 

Itis notin a spirit of prudery, but backed 
up by God's eternal truth, when I say that you 
have no right to hang in your art rooms or your 
dwelling houses that which would be offensive 
to good people if the figures pictured were alive 
in your parlor and the guests of your household. 
A picture that you have tohangin a somewhat 
secluded place, or that in a public hall you 
canntt with a group of friends deliberately 
stand before and discuss, ought tolhave a knife 
stabbed into it at the top and cut clearthrough 
to the bottom, and a stout finger thrust in on 
the right side, ripping clear through to the left. 
Pliny, the elder, lost his life by going near 
enough to see the inside of Vesuvius, aud the 
further you can stand off from the burning 
Crater of sin, the better. Never till the books 
of the last day are opened shall we know what 
has been the dire harvest of evil pictorials and 
unbecoming art galleries. Despoil a man's 
imagination and he becomes a moral carcass. 
The show windows of English and American 
cities in which the-low theaters have 
times hung long lines of brazen actors and ac- 
tresses in style insulting to all propriety, have 
made a broad path to death for multitudes of 
people. Butso have all the other arts been at 
times suborned of evil. How has music been 
bedraggied? Is there any place so low down 
in dissoluteness that into it has not been car- 
ried Dayid’s harp, and Handel’s organ, and 
Gottschalk’s piano and Ole Bull's violin; and 
the finte, which though named after 
SO insignificant a thing as the 
Sicilian eel, which has seven spots on the side 
like flute holes, yet for thousands of vears has 
had an exalted mission. Architecture, born 
in the heart of Him who made the worlds, 
under its arches and across its floors what 
bacchanalian revelries have been enacted! It 
is not against any of these aris that they have 
been so led into captivity. What a poor 
world this would be if it were not for what iny 
text calls “pleasant pictures!"’ I refer to 
your memory and mine when I ask if your 

cnowledge of the Holy Scriptures has not 
been augmented by the woodcuts or engrav- 
ings in the old family Bible, which father and 
mother read out of, and laid on the table in 
the old homestead when you were boys aud 
The Bible scenes which we all carry in 
our minds were not gotten from the Bible 
typology, but from the Bible pictures. To 
prove the truth of it in my own case, the 
other day took up the old 
family Bible which I inherited 
Sure enough, what I have carried in my mind 
of Jacob’s ladder was exactly the Bible en- 
graving of Jacob’s ladder; and so with Sam- 
son carrying off the gates of GTa; Elisha re- 
storing the Shunamite’s son; the massacre of 
the ingocents ; Christ biessing little children ; 
the crucifiction and the last judgment. My 
idea of all these is that of the old Bible 
engravings which I scanned before I could 
read aword. That is true with nine-tenths 
of you. If I could swing open the door of 
your foreheads I would find that you are 
walking picture galleries. The great intelli- 
gence abroad about the Bible did not come 
from the general reading of the book, for the 
majority of the people read it but little, if 
they read i@ all; but all the sacred scenes 
have been put before the great 
masses, and not printers ink but the 
pictorial art must have the credit of the 
achievement. First, painter’s pencil for the 
favored few, and then engravers plate or wood- 
cut for millions on millions! What over- 
whelming commentary on the Bible, what re- 
inforcement for patriarchs, prophets, apostles 
and Christ, what distribution of seriptyral 
knowledge of all nations, in the paintings and 
engravings therefrom of Holman Hunt’s 
“Christ in the Temple;’”’ Paul Veronese’s 
‘Magdalen Washing the Feet of Christ:” 
taphael’s ‘‘Michael the Archangel;’’ Albert 
Durer’s **Dragon of the Apocalypse;’’ Michael 
Angelo’s “Plague of the Fiery Serpents;”’ 
Tintoret’s ‘“‘Fiught into Egypt;” Bubée'e 
“Descent from the Cross; Leonardo Da 
Vinci’s “‘Last Supper;’’ Claude’s ‘‘Queen of 
Sheba;:’’ Bellini’s “Madona at Milan:’’ Or- 
eagna’s ‘‘Last Judgment,” and hundreds of 
miles of pictures if they were put in line, 
illustrating, displaying, dramatizing, irradi- 
ating Bible truths until the scriptfires are not to- 
day so much on paper as on canvas, not so much 
in ink as in all the colors of the spectrum. In

Angles in art! Heaven in art! : 

The world and thechurch ought tocome to 
the higher appreciation of the divine 
miasion of pictures, yet the authorsof them 
have generally been left to semi-starvdsion. 
West. tlie great painter, toiled in unapprécia- 
tion till being a great skater, while on the ice 
he formed the acquaintance of General Howe, 
of the English army, and through coming to 
admire Westas a skater, they gradually came 
to appreciate as much that which he accom- 
plished by his hand as by his heel. Poussin 
the mighty painter was pursued, and had 
nothing with which to defend himself acainst 
the mob but the artist’s portfolio, which he 
held over his head to keep off the stones 
hurled at him. The pictures of Richard Wil- 
son, of England, were sold for fabulous sume of 
money after his death, but the living painter 
was glad to get for his ‘‘Alcyone” a piece of 
Stilton cheese. From 1(40 to 1643 there were 
4,600 pictures willfully destroyed. In the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth it was the habit of 
some people to spend much of their time in 
Knecking pictures to pieces. In the reign of 
Charlesthe Wirst it was ordered by parlia- 
ment that all pictures of Christ be burnt. 
Painters were so badly treated and humiliated 
inthe beginning of the eighteenth century 
that they were lowered clear down out of the 
sublimity of their art, and obliged to give 
minute accounts of what they did with thelr 
colors, as a painter’s bill which came to pub- 
lication in Scotland, in 1707, indicated. ~ The 
painter had been touching up some old pictures 
in the church, and he sends in this itemized 
bill to the vestry: “To filling upa chink m 
the Red sea and repairing the damages to 
Pharaoh's hosts;” “to a new pair of 
hands (for Daniel in the lion’s 
den, and a new set of teeth 
for lioness ;’’ “‘to repairing Nebuchadnezzar’s 
beard ;"’ “‘to giving a blush to the check of Eve 
on presenting the apple to Adam;” “to mak- 
ing a bridle for the Good Samaritan’s horse, 
and mending one of his legs;’’ ‘‘to putting on 
anew handleon Moses’ basket and fitting bul- 
rushes, and adding more fuel to the fire in 
Nebnchadnezzar’s furnace."’ So painters were 
humiliated clear down below the mijesty of 
their art. The oldest picture in England, a poe 
trait of Chaucer,though now of great value,was 
picked out of alaumb:r garret. Greit were the 
trials of Quentin Matsys who toiled on from 
blacksmith’s anvil till as a painter he won 
wide. recognition. The first missionaries to 
Mexico made the fatal mistake of destroying 
pictures, for the loss of which art and 
religion must ever lament. But why go so 
far back when in this year of our Lord, 1883, 
aud within twelve yearsof the twentieth 
century, to be a painter, except in rare excep- 
tions, means poverty and neglect ?’’ Poorly fed, 
poorly clad, poorly housed, because poorly ap- 
preciated! When I hear a man is a painter, I 
have two feelings, one of admiration for the 
greatness of his soul, and the other of consid- 
eration for the needs of his body. 

But soit has been inall departments of 
noble work. Some of the mightiest have 
been hardly bestead. Oliver Goldsmith had 
sucha big patch on the coat over his left 
breast, that when he went anywhere he 
kept his hat in his hand. closed pressed 
over the patch. The world-renowned Bishop 
Asbury had a salary of sixty-four dollarsa 
year. Painters are not the only ones who 
have endured the lack of appreciation. Let 
men of wealth take under their patron- 
age the suffering men of art. They lift 
no complaint; they make no strike for 
higher wages. But with a keenness of nerve 
ous crganization which almost always charac. 
terizes genius, these artists suffer more than 
anyone but God can realize, There needs to 
be a concerted effort for the suffering artists of 
America, not sentimental discourse about 
what we owe to artists, but contracts that will 
give thei a livelihood; for lamin full sym- 
pathy with the Christian farmer, who was 
very busy gathering bis fall apples, and some- 
one asked Lim to pray fora poor family, the 
father ef which had broken his leg; and the 
busy farmer said: ‘‘l cannot stop now to pray, 
but you can go down into the cellar and get 
some corned beel, and butter, and eggs, and 
potatoes; thatisailican do now.” Artists 
may wish ior our prayers, but 
they also Want practical help 
from men who can give them work. 
You have heard scores of serm« ns for ali other 
kinds of suffering men and women, but I 
think this f§ the first sermon ever preached 
that. made a plea for the suffering men and 
women of American art. Theie work is more 
true to nature and life than any of the maste e 
pieces that have become immortaion the other 
side of the sea, bit it is the fashion of Ameri- 
cans to mention foreign artists, and to know 
little or nothing about our own Copley, and 
Alston, and Inman, and Greenough anu aeu 
seit. Let the aftlueut fling out of their wine 
dows and into the back yard yalueless daubs 
on canvass, and callin these splendid but un- 
rewarded men, and ‘ell them to adorn your 
walls, not only with that which shall please 
the taste, but enlarge the mind, and improve 
the morals, and save the souls of those whe 
gaze upon them. 

Brooklyn, andall other American cities, 
need great galleries of art, not only open annu- 
ally fora few days on exhibition, but which 
shall stand open all the year round, and from 
arly morning until ten o’clock at night, and 
free to all who would comeand go.

A Bit of Republican Inconsistency. 

A few years ago when the republicans in 
congress claimed to be directing their efforts 
towards tariff revision, General Hawley, of 
Connecticut, said, in a speech in the senate: 
speak fora great mass of men, capitalists and 
taborers, who are deeply and seriously involved in 
these matters of legislation. I belong to a people 
who belicve in the theory of protection; who be- 
Neve in its moderate. and reasonable application; 
who desire a reduction of the tariffon many things, 
and who will gladly assent to many reductions on 
other matters; who will be very glad to reduce the 
duties on their manufactured poods if you will 
cheapen their raw material; who are ready to add 
very largely to the free list, but above all we rea- 
sonably ask the congress of the United States for 
some sort of action. 

This same distinguished republican is 
now on the stump, in Connecticut denounc- 


ing to the full extent of his ability the ‘‘free - 


trade provisions’ of the Mills bill, and at- 
tacking the democratic party in unmeasured 
terms for trying to do just exactly what he 
wanted his party to do five years ago. 

This isan example of republican incon- 
sistency, which demonstrates what we have 
held all along, that all this noise the repub- 
licans are raising about the tariff amounts to 
nothing, for they aresimply using it as the 
covering of a sheep to hide the real wolf, 
whose only object is the spoils of the gov- 
ernment. ‘The republican wolf fed and fat- 
tened so long at the expense of good gov- 
ernment, that when the people rose in their 
might and drove it away, it could not accus- 
tom itself to anything else but the dishonest 
methods on which it was raised.

The 
senate bill does not provide fora “‘moderate 
and reasonable’’ tariff. On the other hand 
it actually increases the duties in nearly all 
schedules; and yet General HaWley, who 
wanted a ‘‘moderate and reasonable’’ tariff, 
refused when the democrats offered him just 
exactly what he asked for. The truth of 
the matter is he didn’t want it five years 
ago, and he don’t want it now. 

The republican wolf has but a short time 
longer to live, for the people wiil not open 
the gate to itagain. Itis now being rapidly 
reduced tothe point of starvation, and after 
the sixth of November it will have nothing 
todo but to die a natural death, for it is 
already too weak to hope to hold out long 
enough to make another trial four years 
later.

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The Cotton Statement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton market, 
stays that for the week, ending last Friday, 
the total receipts have reached 270,707 bales, 
against 263,263 bales last week, 250,644 
bales the previous week and 190,568 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 


since the Ist of September, 1888, 1,278,113 | 


bales, against 1,749,571 bales for the same 
period of 1887, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1888, of 471,458 bal+s, 

The exports for the week reach a total] 
of 162,085 bales, of which 104,818 were to 
Great Britain, 20,362 to France and 36,905 
to the rest of the continent. The total! 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
461,100 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 6,163, including 1,249 
export, 4,014 for consumption. 

The imports Into continental ports lave 
been 10,000 bales. 

There is a decrease in the cotton in sight 
of 710,327 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1887, a decrease of 331,729 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1886 and a decrease of 366,834 bales as 

compared with 1885, 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 25,030 bales and are 61,258 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
5,679 bales less than the same week last year, 
and since September 1 the receipts at all 


the towns are 262.150 bales less than for | 


the same time in 1887. 

The total receiptsyfrom the plantations 
since September .1, 1888, are 1,461,118 
bales; in i887 were 1,904,494 bales; in 1886 
were 1,524,738 bales. Although the re- 
ecipts at the outports the past week were 
270,707 bales, the actual movements frorn 

Plantations Wag 291,116 bales, the balanec 


going to increase the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the ereceipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 533,987 
bales and for 1886 they were 901,959 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 562,746 bales, the 
decrease as compared with 1586 is 70,165 
bales and the decrease from 1555 is 124,610 
bales. 

The Chronicle says that tthe speculation 
in cotton for future deliveries at New York 
was fairly active at inyproving values for 
the firet half of the week under review. 
The temperature in the southern states ran 
down quite low, giving rise to reports or 
predictions of frost. A killing frost was 
announced from El Paso, in Texas, a light 
frost from Waco, in Texas, and other south- 
ern points, and the Liverpool market ad- 
vanced. But on Wednesday Liverpool 
declined and the New York market became 
uusettied. 

On Thursday the frost accounts were 
generally regarded as exaggerated, and as 
free selling orders continued to come up 
from the south our bulls whloaded pretty 
freely, causing a decline of 6 to 7 points. 
Today the early futures were freely offered 
and opened easier under free notices for 
November delivery, which were thrown 
upon the market, while the distant months 
were strong on too much rain south A 
feverishly unsettled market followed, closing 
stronger on a demand to cover contracts. 
Cotton on the spot bas been dull. Quota- 
tions were advanced 1-l6ce. on Wednesday 
in response to the generally stronger south- 
ern markets on Tuesday.

eilailllitigiscibiptaai 
Defined as “Any Unpublished Event of Pres- 
ent Interest,”’ 

“What is news?” asks America. “The 
books do not tell us, What is its annual value? 
Nobody knows.’’ Then America goes on to Say, in 
a somewhat original vein: 

Journalism has no recog.\ized standard, no ap- 
prenticeship, mo prescribed preparation. ‘Those 
who follow it gotinto it, they hardly kuow how. 
Most of them began as chroniclers of leeal events. 
They found their initiatory work aecepted by edi- 
iors, because it was the best obtainable. Little by 
little they learned to know news when they saw it, 
and to relate it in a shape at least good enough to 
sell. They met many ups and downs—mostly 
downs, but at last they found themselves journaiisis 
at salaries ranging from $500 to $5,000 a year, 

I recently asked twenty-two of the bet news- 
gatherers of my acquaintance to define the article. 
More than half of them replied that while they 
knew news when they saw it, they could not intel- 
ligently define it. The balance gaye verying 
definitions, no two of which were alike, 
and not one of which covered the whele subicct. 
I then submitted a formula to about filty leading 
journalists, and out ofthe discussion and sugges- 
tions which followed grew the following answer: 
News is ayy unpubitshed event of present interest. 

It should be added that the nose for news of 
which one hears so much, 1; a cautious ecombina- 
tion of mental alertnes;, curiosity and unbounded 
energy. 

Far more extensive inquiries were necessary to 
ascertain the approximate annual yalue of all the 
news published in the United States. In its raw 
condition news may be said to cost nothing. Its 
sole value consists in the expense of collection, 
transportation and editing, The chief cost is for 
local news. That forms more than three-fourths of 
the annual total, or $45,600,100. News other than 
local costs as follows: The interchange of routine 
events, $1,820,000, (which is the total annual in. 
comes of the Associated and United Press associa- 
tions and the foreign news.) $2,800,000 for special 
telegrams (which sum covers the pay of the corres- 
pondents and the telegraph tolls) and $845,000 for 
bureaus maintained in the large news centers—or a 
total annual value of $20,655,000,

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THE CAMPAIGN ISSUES. 


HOW THEY WERE FORMULATED BY 
CONGRESS. 


History of the Tariff Measures Now Pend- 
ing--The Future of Governor Hill—Mr. 
Turner’s Campaign Work. 


The session of congress which ended a week 
ago was probably the most remarkable in the history 
of the country. 

Its importance can, however, not be judged by 
the actual accomplished legislation. It was in the 
fact of the defining of the policles of the two 
parties and the clear presentation of each side to the 
people for their decision. The question now is, 
which of the two policies shall prevail? 

At the commencement of the session both parties 
agreed that the revenues of the government should 
be decreused. Here the egreement ended, The re- 
publicans declared for protection{ to all American 
industries and favored only a reduction that would 
not deprive any industry of the protection afforded 
by high customs taxes. On the other hand the 
democrats declared for “tariff reform’”—a reduction 
of duties upon the necessaries of life, and articles 
of every day consumption. 

When the session opened it was uncertain 
whetber the members of either party would agree 
with its leaders. As regards the democrats, it was 
only by the yigorous use of the party lash,combined 
with the fact that Mr. Cleveland had made “tariff 
retorm’’ the issue of the campaign that the house 
ever passed the Mill's bill. 

The republicans of the house, on the other hand, 
could not agree and therefore formulated no bill in 
the house. In the senate, the repub- 
licans, being in the majority, were 
compelled to do something and the bill 
recently prepared by Senator Allison w the out- 
come. This bill was, however, not acceptable to 
the republican party nor to a lfge enough majority 
of it to pass the senate, whieh accounts for the fact 
that no effort was made to bring itto a vote. The 
bill was framed to suit the manufacturers in order 
that they might subscribe liberally to the republi- 
can fund. In this it was a suceess. The manu- 
facturers have been fooled into subscribing more 
liberally.into the republican campaign fund than 
in the past. This is the reason, and the sole reason, 
why the republicans are so well supplied with 
funds,

As to the recent tariff poliey. of the democratic 
party; the first attempt made go commit it to this 
policy was when Mr. Morrison became chair- 
man of the ways and means ¢dm- 
mittee In the forty-fourth congres?, but it failed. In 
the forty-fifth and forty-sixth congresses Mr, Ran- 
dall’s policy prevailed, In the forty-seyenth con- 
gress the republicans controlled, and the revision at 
that time—the present tariff law—was made by 
them, In the next congress, the forty-eighth, 
the democrats gain came inte power, 
Mr. Carlisle made speaker and 
Bill Morrison was placed at the 
head of the ways and means committee. Morrison 
then renewed bis efforts to revise the tariff, but the 
democratic party would not agree with him, In the 
fortv-ninth congress Morrison mace a third effort, 
but was again sat upon, as it were, by the democrats 
in the house. He wasthen defeaied for re-election 
by Jehu Baker, a republican, whom be had previ- 
Roger Q. Mills being the second 
man onthe ways and means committee was then 
made chairman at the commencement of the fiftieth 
or the present congress. Speaker Carlisle, Bill 
Seott, Mills and others realized that the democrats 
of the bouse would never agree upon a revision of 
the tariff unless it was adVised, and strongly advised 
by the president. Almost one-half of the members 
.of the house agreed with Mr. Randall as regards the 
tariff. Realizing all this, the president was repeat- 
edly advised with, his famous tarilf 
message was the  outeome. It had tie 
desired effect. It forced a practical crystalization 
of the party in the hou-e of represeutatives on (his 
great issue.

Now as regards the preparation and passage 
by the house of the Milis tarnif bul. Work was be- 
gun upon it in January, shortly after the ways and 
means committee was organized. The democratic 
members, Mills, McMillen, Breckin- 
ridge, (Arkansas), Breckinridge, (Kentucky), 
Turner, Wiison, Scott an Bynum 
prepared the bill without calling in the repub! ®@an 
members for consultation atall. There were many 
difficulties in the way of the preparation of a bill 
for pissage. Opposition in the party constantly 
menaced them and they were compelled to make 
many compromises. At last the factions in the 
democratic party were practically placated and on 
the 20th of Aprii the bill was reported to the house. 
It wes then that the memorable contest 
which will have its place in history began in the 
house, The abiest men in both parties fought with 
vigor not witnessed since the old slavery ciscus- 
sions. Many previously oceupying aimost ooscure 
positions, delivered speeches that immediately 
brought them to the front. The debating was skill- 
ful on both sides. The gencral debate, com- 
mencing on the Ith of April, continued 
for twenty-three days and eig! nights, This 
was followed by twenty eight days of 
discussion on the sections of the bill when au 
speeches were limited to five minutes. The burden 
of attack and defense rested mainly upon the 
shoulders of the members of the ways and means 
committee of the two parties. The attack upon tie 
bill by Tom Reed and other leading republicans 
was of the severest type. Reed’s attack was full of 
logic, and he wasterriblein his denunciations of 
the democratic members of the ways and méans 
committee. The skill displayed by Wilson, of West 
Virginia, In meeting Reed’s atiaeks was surprising 
to every one, He, as well as other democratic mem- 
ters of the ways and means committee, exhibited 
the most extraordinary powers of debate. 

The bill was finally disposed of on the 2!st of July 
by a majority of thirteen, Mr. Randali-was sick at 
the time but paired gainst the  billt 
ihree other democrats voted against it 
and about a similar number of republicans for it. 
While Mr. Randall was bitterly opposed to the pass- 
age of the bill, it can be said to his credit that, rec- 
ognizing it to be a party measure, he made no at- 
tempt to influence a singic vote against it, allhough 
it is believed that, had he, the bilicould have been 
defeated.

The passage ofthe Mills bill conclusively fixed 
the policy ot the democrats in the campaign—the 
policy to be defended at Nags election and separated 
the democratic party more Widely from the republi- 
can than in any recent campaign. Its rejection by 
the senate finance committee and their substituti®n 
of a diametrically opposite measure fixed the policy 
of both parties and presented two issues which can- 
not be confounded. The democrats are fora tuarilff 
for revenue only, while the repnblicans 
subordinate everything to protection. All other 
matters of legislation in the recently concluded 
session were thrown aside, as it were, for this ques- 
tion which will be decided, at least for the next 
four Years, by the people at the polls next week. 
The democrats undoubtedly had the advantage of 
the situation when coogress adjourned, Who will 
have it next Thursday cannot yet be predic:ed with 
any degree of certainty.

twenty-four hours each. This conclusion was 
reached because it was assumed that Moses was 

living a precise and scientific account of things 
n these first chapters. With this notion fixed in 
their minds they read into the words of Moses what 
they donot and cannot contain. Ifwe.bave in 
these first chapters of Mosesa precise and scienti- 
fic account of creation, we must follow it litterally; 
it will not at allserve the ends of truth to read one 
Verse as literal and another as merely descriptive 
and figurative. Weare told that God first created 
lightand the writeradds: ‘‘And the evening and 
the morning were the first day.”’ After describing 
the work of the second and third day, the writer 
tells us of the creation of the heavenly bodies, par- 
ticularly of the sunand moon, And he adds this 
rtatement: “Andthe evening and the morning 
were the fourth day.’”’ We measure a day by the 
time required forthe revolution of the earth upon 
lisaxisandinitsrelation tothe sun. If we follow 
the letter of the record as if we had here definite 
science instead of very indifinite and general de- 
seription. we shall find ourselves in hopeless: con- 
fusion and contradiction, for their could be no day 
oftwenty-four hours till the sun was created on the 
fourth day. 

These things I have  bronght forward 
as illustrative of a principle that I am sure is of the 
first importance; that we Wicsuse and abuse the 
Bible by reading into it statements concerning mat- 
ters it docs not so much as allude to; by making it 
& text book on astronomy, geology. chronology, 
anatomy, or other sciences to be learned in God's 
book of works and not in His book of words, 

I mention another misconception that has wrought 
no liitie confusion and evil in men’s thoughtsabout 
this bely book: the notion that everything the Bible 
Contains must be vindicated, as in itself true and 
good, in order to maintain the foundations of the 

hristian faith. 

Infidels in past ages, as well as in our own times, 
Make little‘attacks, as they suppose, upon Christi- 
anity under the same misconception that leads 
Many good people to attempt so to explain every- 
thing contained in the Scriptures, as to make it in 
itself consistent with the Christian religion, This 
Will never do. ; 

There is time now for illustration only; a full 
discussion would require a volume. 

‘he book of Ecelesiastics, for one example, cannot 
we Vindicated at all if we attempt to square its 
teachings with the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
This book of Solomon tells us what he thought and 
did at various stages of bis moral and spiritual 
break-down. Solomon became a very bad man-— 
one of the worst of bad men. By turns he was 
Epicurian, pessimist, atheist and materialist in his 
Philosophy. ~The book of Ecclesiastes is inveluable, 
hot as teaching the truth of things, but as a book of 
Couiessions that still furnishes for our study the 
Most appalling illustration of the madness oO! sen- 
SUality, the variety of the most splendid ecternal 
lite outof whose heart God and truth have been 
driven away and the utter folly and falseness of all 
that poor refuge of lies that tae apostate king—vain 
&§ he was misernble—calied philosophy. The gos- 
pei of Christ no more approves of the false philoso- 
phy of Solomon than it indorses his colossal crimes. 

Misconceiving the true use and meaning of serip- 
ture history, jn many of its darker passages, infidels 
Charge upon Christianity itself approval of many 
Wrong and wicked things because the honest writers 

ve recorded them in the forty or more little 

ks that make up this volume we call 
Bible. The Christian religion is not 
atiacked, although they mean it so when infidels 
ttocrimesan crielties and customs that are

Noris the Christian reli- 
on in the least defended by seeking to vindicate 
the wrong doings of men whose stories are told by 
the sacred writers; least of all by seeking so to ex- 
piain theirobyious sense as to make them harmo- 
nize with ee truth of the SonofGod. Such 
excgesis affords a shocking illustration ot the folly 
condemned by our law—the folly of putting new 
wine into old bottles, 

For illustration, take the laws of Moses regulat- 
ing the marriage relation. Do unbelievers impeach 
Christianity by showing how loose were the divorce 
laws of Moses? By showing that these laws, while 
abridging ancient ics Ba yet allowed polygamy? 
Not in the least particula?. “ De we defend Cliristi- 
anity and Buy royal service by attempting to 
vendicate these laws of Moses as if they could be in 
harmony with the teachings of our law? 
Not the least particular; we useful 

rather when we make i such 
attempt. Our ;Lord Himself, if we will only con- 
sider what he enys, makes all this very plain. 

One day certain of the Pharisees came to Him seck- 
ing to entrap Him with cunningly put questions I 
will read the passage to yout ta in Mathew, chap- 
ter 19 verse 3-9- 

“The Pharisees came also unto Him, tempting 
Him, and saying Him, is itlawful fora man to put 
away his wife for every cause? 

And He answered and said unto them, Have 
ye not read that He which made them at the begin- 
ning made them maleand female? And said, for 
this cause sha)l a man leave father and mother, and 
oe to his wife; and they twain shall be one 

8 Fs 

‘Wherefore, they are no more twain but one 
flesh. What therefore, what God has joined to- 
gether let not man put asunder. 

“They say unto Him, why did Moses then com- 
mand to give a writing of divorcement and to put 
her away? 

“He saith unto then, because of the hardness of 
your hearts suffer you to put away your wives; but 
from the beginning it was not so. 

t “And I say unto you, Whosoever shall put 
away his wife, except it be for fornication, and shal 
marry another, committeth adultery; and whoso 
shali marry her whichis put away doth commit 
adultery.”’ Jesus no more approved the laws of 
Moses on the subject of divorcee than he approves 
our Georgia laws on the same subject, The obvions 
sense of his reply to the Pharisees is this; Moses was 
dealing with a people just out of Egyptian slavery 
and not yet emerged from barbarism. He was a 
practical legislator and adopted aeode most fitted 
to elevate his people. He understood what many to 
this day have not learned—that. human legislation 
that is yery far beyond the development of the sub- 
jects of its enactments is impracticable. The laws 
of Moses touching the marriage relation were a very 
great advance upon the savage customs that went 
before them ; he tempered in mercy to helpless wor 
man the old savegry that made her relatious depend 
absolutely upon the passions and whims of the 
master, called husband, to whom she belonged ; he 
made the best laws he could. at 
such a time for such a =~people. Moses 
never claimed that his laws on marriage and 
on many other subjects were tdeally pertect; Jesus 
expressly declares that they were not. Of these 
laws Jésus said: “In the beginning it was rot so.” 
It was not the divine ideal of human life. Under 
Christianity itis not so. The laws ot Moaes on such 
subjects Jesus does not repeal; he leaves them dead 
letters that now serve the uses of truthful history; 
but he goes back of Moses and re-aftirms the divine 
conception of marriage and makesita holy thing. 

Take one other and very striking illustration, the 
laws of Moses concerning revenge. Read what the 
great law giver ordained concerning the cities of 
refuge, Are these Christian laws? No; but they 
were immeasuarably -in advance of the un- 
written laws that had for generations under the 
deset tribes—the law of vengeance without let or 
hindrance. The laws concerning the cities of 
reituge, tempered with mercy and justice, the. old 
law of personal or clannish revenge, and introduced 
the rudiments of judicial investigation and pro- 
ceedure under legal forms in determning questions 
of guiltor imnoeence. Does Jesus approve these 
laws of Moses as ideally perfect, as harmonizing with 
the religion he taught? You know he did not; there 
is his law in the sermon on the Monnt; Jesus abso- 
lutely forbids revenge. He nomore approved the 
revenge that found play and opportunity, within the 
laws of Moses concerning the avengers of blood and 
the cities of refuge than he approves a modern vyen- 
detta or a Georgia lynching that defies and tramples 
down the laws under which we live and that we are 
sworn to obey. ‘ 

These instances, trom among others like them, I 
have brought forward for illustration only. If we 


and abide init, there is no danger of looseness of 
opinion in determining what is the right signifi- 

- cance and use of those parts of Bible history that as 
history are most instructive and useful, but fhat 
being defended as in themsétlves right and good are 
perverted, misused and harmful. 

The history is in itself of priceless value; it shows 
h&w longand patiently the God of history and 
providence has sought to bring bis children to the 
knowledge and practice of the truthas it in Jesus. It 
shows also how han of heart hig children have 
been fu learning that truth saves and blesses man- 


Men who wish to know the saving truths of God, 
the truths that deliver the soul and make it tree, 
will search the seriptures, This truth they wil 
find nowhere else, for nowhere else is it revealed to 
man; nowhere elscexcept asitisseen in the light 
of Jesus, has this truth been perfectly taught and 
perfectly expounded by being perfectly lived. We 
will not find these truths in nature; science cannot 
discern them by investigating the facts of nature 
or the reeords of history, One of the dieariest books 
in the world is Herbert Spencer's “Data of Ethics,”’ 
in which he seeks to find a basis of ethics in mere 
hnavur©re, 

The seeker of spiritual truth, the truth that 
comes with the soul-unfolding light of God's 
thoughts of and for men, will find itin the word 
é6f the Lord. He will find profit in every page. It 
isailimportant, though mot equaily important. 
He cau spare none, history, laws, poetry, proverbs, 
prophecy, gospels, epistles, the apocalypse, it al 
deserves his best study. 

I do not tell you that everv chapter is of equal 
importance to any other; you know this is not true. 
The writers of these books make no such claims. To 
use the Bible so is Superstition; it 1s to make a mere 
fetish of it, and so lease out of our lives 

‘ite true and blessed use. Thes piritual 
instincts of good people iell them. where 
the most important pastures are; they know 
where they find most of the bread of life and of the 
water of life. Ifthe Bible in big type that my 
mother used showed where she had Iingered most 
in these heavenly piaces, it did not show that she 
had treated any part of it with irreverence, but that 
her soul had fed on those richer fruits that her Lafd 
had set before her. 

We owe to this book, ail that makes our civiliza- 
tion better than paganism. Andall the paganism 
in thought, sentiment or custom that still lingers in 
modern life comes to us not out of the Bible, but by 
heredity fromour heathen ancestors whose blood 
still tells in our impertect civilization. 

Hlow much ovr English Christian civilization owes 
to this holy book few persons, as it seems, have con- 
sidered. As to naturai gifts, as to fidelity to what he 
conceived to be a facred trust from God in the exer- 
cise of his kingly office England never before or 
sinee hada greater mauthan Alfred, well called 
the Great. When he had beaten the heathen op- 
pressors of his people in many hard fought battles 
ald was ready to begin the more difficult work of 
bringing his people into something like social and 
civil order, he took counsel of the word of God. 
The history tells us that King Alfred’s code, or 
‘* Al fred’s Dooms,”’ as they are called, begin with an 
almost literal transcript of the ten commandments. 
Those chapters in Exodus that set forth the laws of 
Moses, concerning the ordinary relations of life, and 
neighborhood and property, Alfred copies” almost 
literally. The roots ofourcommon laws are in the 
statutes of Moses, Alfred was too wise in the right 
use of Scripture to copy from Moses for his English 
people such laws as were out of place in the 
world after the comin of Christ, but 
those laws of Moses that bad their rootin essential 
truth and goodness. These King Alfred made the 
basis of his laws, and so in many of them improved 
on Moses, because they were more Christian. It is 
really a wonderful history; but we cannet follow # 
now. I have alluded to it only to show you how it 
comes to pass that, in the very Aber of our common 
law concerning the rights and wrongs of things be- 
tween men and men, we find the teachings of the 
Holy Seriptures, 

If we wish to know the truth concerning God and 
his relation to men; if we wish to know the truth 
concerning men and their relationsto each other, 
we will go tothe Bible. This book alone reveals 
God to men, and it alone reveals man to himself. 
Whatever is true coneerning rights and wrongs, as 
between men and God, as between men and men, 
in all the relatfons of life, we find in the Bible, 
This is so true that there is nothing that the best 
men and women believe to be right that is not tanght 
in the Bible; nothing wrong thatisnot denounced 
and forbidden in the Bible. This is so true that 
there is in all civilized life no custom or law that 
makes for righteousness that this Book does uot di- 
rectly or by implication teach; there 1s no law or 
eustom in any nation—civilized or savage-Cbhristian 
or heathen-—bad in itself, that this Book does not 
denounce, forbid and war against tothe end—root- 
ing it out of the world. This isso true that there 
is notin the whole world today amy wrong sut- 
fered-by any that@be:'fence to the teachings of this 
Book oald mat right, It would purify government 
—make trade honest—sanctify homes—break every 
bond of oppression eud make the whole world free 
and good aid happy. . * S ° .

Every step towa:ds the 
goal of ambition is one of self-denial, To become a 
scholar means to give up ali 
life’s gayeties---to - toil, to plod, 
to strive and suffer. ‘‘Born a poet”’ is only half true. 
Itoply means born with an aptitude for poetry. 
There are inany mite Miltons because there are 
so few who can strive as Milton did. The angel of 
eloquence ig brother to the angel of toil. The bap- 
tism of eloquence fellon Demonsthenes through a 
long baptism of suffering and labor. Thuis is an 
heroic age and heuce it is not an ageof orators. 
The true orator is one who has the courage of his 
convictions. 

Everything has its price andjmust be paid. The

Dr. G. B. Strickler preached a very strong 
sermon at the Central Presbyterian church y@ ter- 
day morning to a large congregation, from the sixth 
chapter fourteenth verse, Jeremiah, saying, “Peace 
peace, when there is no peace,”’ 

A grave charge is here mode against the prophets 
not giving heed to God’s warnings that he would 
make desolate the whole land on accountof the 
sins of the people; and the people are called upon 
by the Lord torepent, but. the prophets instead of 
calling upon the people to repeut say unto them 
“Peace, peace.’’ This want of fidelity of the pro- 
pheth—all at God’s ministers are liable to, and itis 
no easy thing to be a minisier of God—to rebuke the 
people aud plainly point out their sins, tell them of 
their doom, the penalty of sin. There is great 
danger that he will slight these things 
If necessary, the physician has to resort to painful 
remedies; soitis with the minister of God. He 
must warn the people of their danger. -One 1ca-0n 
incn do uot like these warnings is because they de- 
sire peace. (od intends that man shall haye peace, 
but he must seek it, and a great mass of men have 
this spiritual peace, Multitudes have peace, but 
not the true peace, 

Souls have peace as to their spiritual interest, be- 
cause they have notallowed themselves to think 
about their spiritual life and the relation 
God stands to them; the doom that awaits them, 
These truths they have not 


and thus they are at peace, What 2 
such a peace worth? If the faeilure to 
think of one’s views, Cestroys them, it would be 
usetess to think of them, but itdoes not blot them 
out butaddstothe guilt. What is the value of 
such a peace? Itis like the peace of the .man who 
is 6n the railroad track knowing the train will soon 
be upon him. 
gence are willing to remain m such a condition. 

Men have peace in their spiritual interest, who 
imagine that their is no God. All men prefer a 
life of sin to one of holliness, who say there is no 
God; they have no fear of Divine wrath and pun- 
ishment, aud thus they have peace, they iusist 
upon a conclusion that is refuted by all evidence in 
nature and in this Book, this intelligence of nature 
of man, if not the intelhgence of God, 
cannot the intelligence ol any other 
being. Thus do men have peace. Men of the 
world attempt to prove that this word is not the 
word of God, but at the close of life they abandon 
all such attempts, and at tle last know tiat they 
are about to appear before him. All this being 
true do you not see that this peace is on too an un- 
certain foundation, there is no safer .way than the 
truths of this book and if not true one can not lose 
anything if they accept the truth ofthem. Instead 
of this uncertain peace, ought we not to seek a 
peace that is on a new foundation, Many have 
peace through their couscience, the conscience: is 
God's voice in our souls and when under God’s 
control, says what he says and requires what he re- 
quires 

Although conscience is thus, tt may be 
silenced if we disregard its 
warnings; it will be silent unless respected. Many 
men, so completely silence their consciences that 
they hear nothing and when the truths of God’s 
word are spoker does not require them to perform 
them. Thus they have peace, because eaey cease 
to perform theirconscience. What a dreadful thing 
itisto have a peace at the expense of our con- 
science. It is likea man walking aloug in dark- 
ness, precipices on one hand and pit falls upon the 
other, the way filled with serpents, and to have 
peace he puts out the light he carries, So men have 
peace because they put out the light of their con- 
science and thus have the peace of darkness. 

Many have peace because the truths ofthese 
pages master no impression on them. The 
truths that on here spoken, as to Mile, 
to death, the judgment of heaven and of hell made 
no impression upon them, and thus they have 
peace, a peace thatis worthless. Men have peace 
ebout their spiritual interests because years ago that 
ihey had connected themselves. with the church, 
and on the sabbath do not care to read and ponder 
the tiuths ot this book, but prefer the secular news- 
paper, or prefer to talx with friends on secular 
topics, andonly-look upon the Sabbath as a simple 
day of rest and recreation, and they are conscious 
that they do not love God’s work and @od’s people. 
Whet‘s peace worth that cannot find one founda- 
tion stone in this book to rest upon? I offer you a 
peace this @ay, the true peace, the 
peace of God. If you will accept him and 
consecrate your life to Him, you will have a peace 
in accord with your conscience, with God’s word 
and the willof God Himself; a peace that will 
nevcr deceive; a peace that will comfort you in life 
andin death. It whl fill your life with tranquility. 
A peace that will deepen and widen; a peace that 
wiil satisfy... Accept Christ, and this peace will be 
given you, Open your hearts and accept it,

This rnique text was the basis of a sermon not 
more remarkable for its pathos than for its power 
The vast audience hung with breathless attention 
on the lips of their beloved pastor, and, as one sug- 
gested, heaven secmed just at hand. 

“The text,’”’ the aoe said, “is an 
inspired portrait of the great conqueror. 
ot conquerors, It is: thrillingly symbolic of the 
progress of Death, The monarchjis mounted and 
moving indicative of the untiring spirit with which 
be pursues his conquests 

But the extent of his conquests ise furthermore 
shown by his following--‘‘Hell followed him.” 
Hades; the immeasurable receptacie of disembodied 
spirits with its countless millions furnish the 
retinue of this insatiable cavalier. 
Along the . by-ways no less than 
upon the highways of life do we hear the clatter of 
the merciless hoofs as thousands are borne to the 
halls ot death.”’ After this beautiful exordium Dr. 
Morrison proceeded to diseuss the nature of death. 
Some of his views were distinguished by a freshness 
and force far removed from the common place moral- 
izing of the average pulpit, Under this bead he re- 
marked that death was the great healer who came 
t> the rescue when human skill had proved unavail- 
ing. He illustrated this on this weird 

‘WALK THE BATTLE FIELD 
where the conflict has just ceased, The ascending 
sinoke has gathered in murky clouds above the 
scene. Horses and men mangled in a thousand 
forms, in terrible anguish, lie groaning, panting, 
elplessness. The 
men feverish from loss of blood begging for water, 
and praying for‘mercy, the horses with piteous 
moans telling in their own inarticulate way of 
what they suffer, while that peculiar sickening 
common to the batth field heightens 
the ghastliness of the awful scene. 
Chaplains pray, surgeons cut and bind, 
sisters of mercy quietly minister and seek to sootue 
and comfort. And yet no mortal ministry can 
bring relief to hundreds of the fallen. But when 
these have failed the angel of death—not the azrael 
of oriental separation, but the angel commissioned of 
God asses in silence and mercy over the field; the 
blood is staunched, the pains eased, the groans 
hushed and the sufferers sleep as sweetly as the dear 
ones who rest in the old ehnutchyard.”’

In less than five minutes Judge Clark 
called the jury in and sent it to the hotel. In 
disposing of the jury the judge instructed the 
members not to discuss or consider the case on 
Sunday.

The State Road and Its Future—A Palace 
(ar Pool—Railroad Notes of General In- 
tercat—Brief Mention. 

Will the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis 

build to Atlanta? 

That is the question in railroad e¢lrclesa, and its 
answer is fullof interest Now thata consolidation 
of the railroad interests centering here seems inevi. 
table and thata poolof the raiJroad traffic of all 
southern roads is considered a probability, the 
building of a new road is more than ever a matter 
of lively interest. 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis road, 
with its linc already reaching Birmingham, is 
backed by a wealthy and aggressive Boston syndi- 
Cate, and it is suggested that they will 
certainly not stop at Birmingham’ with 
the excellent opportunity for southern 
business that would be afforded there Ly au extcn- 
sion to Atlanta. Here an alliance conid be formed 
with the Atlanta and Florida, with its 105 miles of 
coustructed road aud the only available route to 
tidewater for such a combination. 

This would be a great reilroad line, It wouldgive 
Atlanta ashort route tothe western markets, and 
in return the traffic that could be secured by this 
route froma Georgia port would make ita paying 
one. 

There can be no denying of the fact that since the 
great Terminal dcal the eyes of railroad managers 
and investors have been turned towards this section 
of the country. And if profitable connec- 
tious and a feasible route are outiined, another 
oe gag system will take advantage of it and build 
ere, 

Colonel] Fry’s road, of the construction of which 
he says there is no possible doubt will give stifl 
another opportunity for profitable combination and 
alllance with northern or western roads seeking 
an outlet on Georgia’s coast. 

There is no more inde; endent management or 
Ownership in the railway werld tian the one 
behind the Kansas City, Fort Svott and Memphis, 

ud it is not improbable that they may take ad- 
vautage of the opportunity for a southeastern Con- 
nection and a port outlet on the Atlantic coast. 

The State Road. 

“A tremend us pressure will be brought to bear 
upon the-next legislature,’ said a prominent fail- 
road nian yesterday, toa representative of THE 
CONSTITUTION, “to capture the state road, for the 

urpose of merging itintothe Terminal syndicate. 

fthe almighty dollar, which will be brought to 
bear, succeeds, it will not only cost the state the loss 
of its most valuable piece of property, but it will kill 
all the other promising railroad enterprises 
now in operation in Georgia, and 
which are, more or less, dependent 
on the State road for their outlet to the great north- 
ern and western markets, and for the travel and 
traffic the state road gives them to the interior of 
the state and to our seaports. 

“It would be doing Georgia a great injury to take 
away from the people the supreme control of their 
main road, or to athe itto be merged and lost in 
the coils’ of an enormous monopoly, 
which weuld take very itile account 
of local railroad interests, when they carry out their 
vast schemes for tie control of all roadsin the 
south, making every road in Georgia mere petty 
tributaries to their policy. 

‘Why shou'd we not foster and complete our own 
roads and hold fast to the independent advantages 
we already possess? Will the legislature allow the 
people to be sold out bag and baggage to the great- 
est nuacondian monopoly which has ever over- 
shadowed the railroad interests of this section? We 
shall see.’’
